Company Must Be Sent To 
National Capital. 


Detroit, Sept. 26 (AP)—The NRA 
board in suburban Dearborn was 
advised officially Monday th at any 
complaints against the Ford Motor 
company 
must 
be forwarded to 
Washington and that the local com­ 
pliance board would be without au­ 
thority to consider them. 
A. J. Barnaud, district manager 
of the United States departm ent of 
commerce, told William L. Mills, 
who revealed the existence of Rife 
complaints, that local compliance 
boards have authority only to con­ 
sider cases arising under the presi­ 
dent's 
reemployment 
agreement 
and th at where an industry oper­ 
ating under an accepted code 
Is 
concerned the matter m ust go to 
Washington. 
While the Ford company has not 
signed the automotive code and has 
not obtained a blue eagle, the au­ 
tomobile industry is under an ac­ 
cepted code. For that reason, Mr. 
B arnaud said, the authority of the 
local committee »is limited to for­ 
warding to Washington any com­ 
plaints it may receive. 
The membership of the Dearborn 
NRA compliance board does not in­ 
clude a representative either of the 
Ford company or of its employes. 
About 200 men visited the NRA 
headquarters Monday.

m ittee said some of them complain­ 
ed] th at they had been dismissed by 
the Ford company while in down­ 
town Detroit the American Legion 
was selecting 5000 veterans for Ford 
jobs.
